saltation. It was estimated that the 
new outlet from the lake would cause 
a loss to Superior of 30,000 cubic feet 
of water every second in every day of 
every year. To offset this tremendous 
outflow it was finally decided to build 
«i submerged weir or duni upon tim- 
ber cribs secured to the bedrock of 
the river. These "compensating works" 
are located at the head of the Soo rap- 
ids, just west of the international 
bridge, and are expected to answer 
fully the question laid before the en- 
gineers. 


The canal as now constructed di- 


vides the city into two parts, with an 
island portion given over to business 
purposes and the remainder used as 
the residential 
section. 
At present 


there are still many dwelling houses 
on the island section, but when Sault 
Ste. Marie attains the greatness ex- 
pected to be thrust upon it by the won- 
derful canal it is certain that the whole 
of that portion of tbe city -will be useil 
for commerce and commerce cr.ly. In 
its course through the town the c.'inal 
crosses thirteen streets and is spanned 
by five steel bridges, so that thi-re is 
ample transit accommodation for the 
people of the Soo'. 


Probably the most interesting fea- 


ture of the new waterway is tbe pow- 
er house on the river front of the fore 
bay, or mill pond, at the lower end of 
the canal. There is no power house 
like it in tbe United States. It is con- 
structed of red sandstone, is 48 feet 
over a quarter of a mile in length, is 
100 feet wide and 1^3 feet high. The 
massive building sits upon a founda- 
tion of piles covered by log sills and 
caps and covered with portland ce- 
ment concrete to a depth of three, feet. 
The cost of building this foundation 
alone represents a snug little fortune. 


The substructure consists of eighty- 


one masonry walls 100 feet long. 20 
feet high and G feet thick. The stalls, 
or pits, thus formed, aside from sup- 
porting the building, serve to deliver 
the water from tbe turbines into tne 
river. 
The penstocks arc nil of uni- 


form dimensions. 40 feet lonsr. iri foc-t 
•wide and 20 feet high. The dynamos 
occupy space on the same lit.or on the 
river side of the power house.

Another interesting letiture Is an 


"Ice racl:." which occupies a space just 
at the entrance to the I'orcbny. This is 
designed to intercept the ice, logs or 
other obstructions which may find a 
•nay into the canal aud divert them 
into a spillway through which they are 
conducted into the river. 


The statistical side of the enterprise 


is also interesting as showing the im- 
mensity of the work involved and as 
paying a tribute to American genius. 
The canal has been four years in the 
making and has cost already fully 
$5,000,000 for construction work alone. 
It is two and a third miles long from 
the mouth of the intake above the rap- 
ids to the overflow far below the en- 
trance to the old ship canals. 
The 


average width is 2124 feet, and 
the 


depth is 22 feet. 
The intake has an 


area of more than l."i,000 square feet, 
through which will How a volume 
which is estimated to be 30,000 cubic 
Rot per second, with a velocity of 
about two feet per second, or about 
one and a half miles per hour. The 
entrance is S91 feet wide and IS feet 
deep. In its excavation some 300,000 
cubic yards of material were removed. 


For a distance of 4.100 feet tbe wa- 


.terway was cut through solid rock. 
Prom the point where the rock forma- 
tion leaves off to the entrance to the 
power house the sides and bottom of 
the canal have been planked with the 
very best hemlock timber. At a point 
below the water line the timbering 
ceases, and the remainder of the sides 
is paved with reck. 
Above that the 


banks are sodded, and a row of trees 
borders each side. 


The object of the planking is to re- 


duce the friction, thus giving as large 
a fall as possible at the point where 
the water power is secured. The con- 
struction of the portion of the canal 
which traverses earth necessitated the 
removal of 1,500,000 cubic yards of 
material, and 15,000,000 feet of timber 
were i:sed in the flooring and sides. 


The business of the St. Mary's Falls, 


or Soo, canal by far surpasses in 
volume that of any other canal in the 
world. 
The number of vessels that 


passed through the American Soo 
eanal in 1901 was 15,837. with a reg- 
istered tonnage of 21-,8U5,144 tons and 
a freight tonnage cf 25,020,522 tons, 
while the net tonnage of the Suez ca- 
nal in 1COO was only 9,378.152 tons and 
that of the Kaiser Wilhelm canal 
4.282,094 .tons. J. A. Fairlie in a paper 
on the economic effects of ship canals 
says of the American Soo canal: 


"The volume of traffic through this 


canal far erceeds that through the 
Suez canal. In 1831 the traffic of the 
old St. Mary's Falls canal was 1.5CO,- 
000 tons as against 4.130,000 tons 
through the Suez canal; but with the 
enlargement of the American canal a 
rapid increase in traffic immediately 
developed. By 1SS9 it equaled that of 
the Suez canal (about 7,000.000 tons in 
each); in 1S95 a tonnage cf 15,000,000 
tons weni through the St. Mary's Falls 
canal as compared with S.500.000 tons 
through the Suez canal, aud in ISOGthe 
figures for the St. Mary's Falls canal 
were 10.240.000 tons. The present traf- 
fic through the American canal ex- 
ceeds the total foreign trade of the 
port of Xew York and is equal to near- 
ly half the total volume of the foreign 
trade of the United States. 


"This increase in traffic has meant a 


corresponding increase in the number 
of vessels in the lake carrying trade, 
and probably half of the 3,230 vessels 
on the lakes are employed in business 
depending on the canal. Between 1883 
and 1S!)7 the total tonnage on the lakes 
increased from 720,000 to 1,410,000 
tons, the increase being more than the 
total increase in the American mer- 
chant marine during this time." 


Uncle Sam has not the only fine piece 


of canal and lock work at Sault Ste. 
Marie. On the Canadian side of the 
ri'-er there is another ship canal. Work 
on this was begun ia May, 1SSO, and 
it was practically completed in No- 
vember, 1S94, though it was not open

BURNS COTTAGE FOR FAIR. 


fUssion en Which Wallace Bruce 


Has Go:ie to Scotland.

St. Louis, Sept. 9.—Wallace Bruce of 


[Brooklyn has received the appointment 
fs commissioner to Great Britain by 
the Robert Burns Cottage association, 
which 'is to reproduce on the grounds 
&f the world's fair at St. Louis the cot- 
tage birthplace of Robert Burns. He 
is now in Scotland and -will immediate- 
ly begin to collect manuscripts and 
relics of the poet and also to awaken 
Scottish interest for the project among 
lovers of Burns. 


Mr. Bruce spent four years in the 


land of his fathers as United States 
consul at Edinburgh under the adminis- 
tration of President Harrison. On re- 
tiring from his post he unveiled a stat- 
ae of Abraham Lincoln in the central 
part of Edinburgh, the only statue to 
Lincoln outside of the United States. 


Since then he has made two trips to 


Scotland to deliver an address at the 
restoration exercises of Thomas the 
Rhymer's tower and a poem on the 
completion of the Burns statue at Ayr, 
•which statue he also dedicated in 1891 
by a. poem entitled "The Auld Brig's 
Welcome." 
The Rhymer's tower, in 


the valley of Tweed, near Melrose, is 
the oldest memorial to British litera- 
ture, and it was here that the prophet 
poet lived and entertained Sir-William 
Wallace. 


For thirty years Mr. Bruce has been 


en appreciative and enthusiastic stu- 
dent of the peasant poet and has lec- 
tured on Scottish subjects in almost 
every city or town of importance in 
the United States. While abroad he 
was in close touch with the scholars 
and the people of Scotland, bound to 
them not only by a strong tic of his 
love for their literature, but also 
through his lineage from the Bruces 
and the MacAlpiues. 


"While in Edinburgh he'was made 


poet laureate of Old Lodge Canongate 
Kilwinning as a successor to Burns 
and the Ettrick Shepherd, was chosen 
honorary corresponding member of the 
Scottish Society of Literature and Art 
to succeed Whittier. gave an address 
on Washington Irving after the resto- 
ration of the old grammar school of 
Shakespeare at Stratford-on-Avon and 
an oration en putting up the Scottish 
standard on the field of Banuockburn. 


Mr. Bruce is an American to the 


core, with a warm side toward the his- 
tory and traditions of his fathers. 
His 


ancestors came from Scotland to New 
England nine generations ago, and 
his great-grandfather was a sergeant 
in the American army at Lexington. 
He is proud of what Scotland did in 
the Revolution. 


Two other appointments of special 


significance to the world's fair were 
recently made. llr. Gifford Pinchot 
Las been selected as honorary chief of 
the department of forestry. He Is a 


rate collection of specimens of timber, 
illustrating the wonderful variety of 
hardwood and other species of trees in 
the Philippines. 


Dr. Salim H. Peabody of Chicago 


will attend the transmississippl com- 
mercial congress at Minneapolis for 
the exposition. He is to be attached 
to the division of exhibits and will ap- 
ply himself for a time to literary and 
special work in the office of Mr. Skiff. 
The doctor is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of "Vermont. From 1880 to 18S1 
he was president of the University of 
Illinois and then served the Columbia 
exposition as chief of the department 
of liberal arts. He prepared the volu- 
minous report of the director general 
of the exposition. 
The doctor was ed- 


itor and statistician to the commission- 
er general representing 
the 
United 


States at the Paris exposition of 1900, 
was chief of the department of liberal 
arts at the Pan-American exposition at 
Buffalo and superintendent of awards 
at the exposition at Charleston.

If the length of the coal strike is to 


be measured by the food supply of the 
mineis alone, it is beliexed the end is 
by no means in sight, says a special 
dispatch from Wilkesbane. Pa., to the 
Xew York Times. President Mitchell 
declares that at the present rate at 
•which relief is coming in and with the 
plans now under way for the aid of 
the miners they can hold out without 
undue suffering until Christmas. Other 
officials of the union think that the 
miners can hold out longer than that 
if necessary, provided labor organiza- 
tions and the general public continue 
their support. 


The mine superintendents believe 


their workmen will be forced through 
lack of food to yield within a. short 
time. In fact, the most of them did 
not anticipate the men could hold out 
the length of time they have done. 
Thus far, however, it can be said that 
no union miner who is content to econ- 
omize and set his table with the plain, 
substantial food has been forced to go 
to work to keep his family from starv- 
ing. There have been a few cases of 
destitution, and there are many fami- 
lies now who are compelled to rely en- 
tirely on the funds coming into the 
treasury of the miners' union for their 
support. Just what proportion of the 
miners are receiving aid is impossible 
to determine. 


Inquiry among the men, however, 


has resulted in finding these figures, 
which appear to be exact because of 
eo much concurring testimony.

! Solar Process j 


(Special Correspondence.] 


San Francisco. Sept. 3.—Along the 


shores of Sun Francisco bay, in Ala- 
meda and San Mateo counties, are 
great strctelu-s of marsh which a fc-u 
years ago were wastes of peat and in- 
habited only by waterfowl. 
Now 


they are sources of no inconsiderable 
wealth. From these Hat, soggy, dull 
brown morasses are being harvested 
abundant crops of good marketable 


FTBAMIl) OF SALT. 


salt. It is produced by evaporating the 
saline substance from the waters of 
the adjacent bay. 


Before the real work of making salt 


is begun the marsh must be reclaimed, 
which is done in a manner similar to 
that employed in Holland, and here 
are seen hundreds of Dutch windmills 
and miles of ditches and dikes, re- 
minding one of a Delft landscape. The 
tract thus reclaimed at much expense 
and labor is subdivided into reservoirs, 
lime ponds and crystallizing beds. The 
greatest amount of labor is put on tlie 
crystallizing beds, this being performed 
by Japanese, who show superiority 
over other laborers for this particular 
kind of work. 


Beginning at one corner of the crys- 


tallizing bed, which is from an 'acre to 
an acre and a half in size, the laborer 
levels off about three feet, slicing off 
the peat and clay like cheese. Over 
this leveled space he lets In water 
from the ditch to the depth of an eighth 
of an inch, and as he continues to ex- 
cavate he carries that depth of water. 
When he has gone over the whole floor 
of the pond and made it an even depth 
of nearly twelve inches, lie has fully 
llustrated the old saying that "water 
seeks its own level." After the water 
evaporates we find that he has made 
a floor without a crease or a boot mark 
to mar it. 


In this work the Japanese uses salt 


shoes or pond slippers, as they are 
called, whenever he walks on the bed. 
The shoe Is a board 14 by 10 inches, 
with another 4 by 11 inches nailed on 
:op to keep the weight of the body 
from splitting the larger one under- 
neath. A leather strap across the top, 
under which the foot is slipped, com- 
pletes this odd but useful footgear. 


In the fall of the year that part of 


:he marsh which has been set aside 
'or reservoirs is filled directly from 
:he bay by means of flood gates. This 
s the cheapest method and the one 
most in use. but some works have a 
•>entrifugsl pump, which has done 
away with the necessity of biding time 
and tide. 


The water is kept in the first reser- 


voir daring the winter 
In the spring 


the superintendent ascertains by means 
of the hydrometer that evaporation 
has left from 15 to 20 per cent of salt 
in the water. The water is drawn on" 
into a second reservoir and allowed to 
stand there five or six months, the 
first reservoir being refilled meantime 
by the centrifugal pump or by the tide 
if it is high. 


The next process is drawing the wa- 


ter from the second reservoir into the 
lime ponds, where, in the course of 
several weeks, the lime precipitate--'.
